Content*  of  a  North  Carolina  Mound. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Spainhour  has  described,  in 
the  Elisha  Mitchel  Scientific  society, 
some  relics  that  were  discovered  in  th** 
excavation  of  a  mound  in  Caldwell 
county,  N.  C.  Within  the  mound  wa^ 
found  a  skeleton  lying  upon  its  face,  with 
the  head  resting  in  a  large  sea  shell, 
the  inner  surface  <}(  which  was  carved 
with  hieroglyphics.  Around  the  neck 
were  large  beads  made  of  sea  shells. 

The  arms  were  extended  and  bent  at  the 
elbows.
